AN ACT to create 77.54 (8m) of the statutes; relating to: creating a sales tax

exemption and a use tax exemption for sales by educational foundations.

Analysis by the Legislative Reference Bureau

This bill creates a sales tax exemption and a use tax exemption for sales by
educational foundations that benefit public schools.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do
enact as follows:

SECTION 1. 77.54 (8m) of the statutes is created to read:

77.54 (8m) The gross receipts from sales by educational foundations if the
entire net proceeds from the sales are expended for the educational purposes of
public schools.
